ARTICLE ON NARCOTICS 
‘DANGEROUS PROPAGANDA’ 


Mrs. Clinton Ohler, chairman of 
Narcotics for California Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, received a let- 
ter from H. J. Anslinger, commis- 
sioner of Narcotics, Washington, D. 
C., voicing a warning against prop- 

. aganda contained in an article on 
the drug, ‘“demorol,” which appear- 
ed in the June issue of Reader’s Di- 
gest. 

The article states that “not a sin- 
gle sufferer, who has not previous- 
ly taken opeates, has been record- 
ed as becoming addicted to it.” 

Anslinger urges that something 
be done to offset what he terms 
“dangerous propaganda” and he 
adds that contrary to the impres- 
sion given by the article, use of de- 
merol can lead to addiction.

from Dibble General hospital, Men- 
lo Park, were discharged from the 
service or transferred to other Army 
hospitals, Dib- 
ble’s contribution to the Army’s care 
of the war-wounded.

The Army’s intention to de-acti- 
vate Dibble has been known for 
time and laid in 
advance for disposition of person- 
nel. Where at all possible, schedules 
for patients were arranged to com- 
plete treatment at Dibble so they 
could be discharged from hospitali- | 
zation here. Other patients were 
transferred to Army general hospi- 
tals closer to their homes as their 
schedules permitted so that in the 
last few weeks of operation only a 
few hundred patients remained for 
disposition.

During past six weeks 177 of 


the orthopedic cases 


were transferred to Letterman in 


San Francisco. At the same time} 
455 patients on the plastic surgery 
and the blind rehabilitation pro- 
grams were transferred to McCor- 
yack General Hospital, Pasadena, 
together with trained staffs in both} 
services. Transfer to McCornack 
was accomplished by hospital train, 
on a highly efficient schedule in 
which only three trips were neces- 
sary to move patients and duty per- 
sonnel to their new post. 

Since Friday there have been no 
war-wounded patients at Dibble but 
a small administrative staff will re- 
main until about August 15, to close 
out the Army’s interests in the in- 
stallation. It is anticipated that by 
June 30, 18 officers, 3 nurses, 110 
WAGCS and enlisted men, and about 
All other 
duty personnel will have been dis- 
charged from service or transferred 
to other posts.

Named for Colonel John Dibble, 
one of the first medical officers to 
lose his life in this war, the hos- 
pital was dedicated March 2, 1944, 
a few days after the first 
of patients, men wounded in the 
Southwest Pacific, arrived. Since 
that time 16,268 patients have been 
given treatment in specialized fields, 
including plastic surgery, orthopedic, | 
and eye services.

At its busiest Dibble employed 800 
civilians from nearby communities, 
as well as 1100 military duty person- 
nel, 


First commanding. officer was Col. 
H. H. Allen, followed on his retire- 


ment from service by Col. W. P. 
Corr as interim commander. The 
present commanding officer, Col. 


Paul H. Streit, assumed command in 
June, 1945. 

Dibble was one of eight Army 
plastic surgery centers and a total 
of 2600 patients were given treat- 


techniques developed and perfected 
at Dibble have been made available 
to both Army and civilian special- | 
ists in the field of plastic surgery. 


Dibble was one of two Army blind 
centers, specializing on a skillfully- 
planned comprehensive rehabilita- 
tion program for the blinded as well 
as surgery and treatment for eye 
general. On the blind 
program, 21 per cent of the patients 
regained partial vision. .Out of a} 
total of 269 patients, 157 completed 
treatment at Dibble and were trans- 
ferred to Old Farms Convalescent | 
Hospital, Avon, Conn., the’ Army’s 
center for advanced blind training 
and vocational courses. Fifty-seven | 
were discharged from the blind 
eram, their vision improved to near 
normal. 

In addition, Dibble was 
lished as a center for corneal trans- 
plant operations on*suitable cases; 
as a maxillo-facial center where in- 
juries to the jaw were treated; and 
as a center for the production, 
training, and research in connec- 
tion with the plastic artificial eye. 
Dibble also specialized 
orthopedics, with emphasis on hand | 
reconstruction and surgery.
